BONN, May 17 — A West German 
Ei&gfczine quoted Western intelligence 
agente today as having identified four 
Soviet diplomats here as spies who

The article is to be published Wednes- 
day by Quick magazine, a sensational- 
ist weekly. It identified the diplomats as 
Yevgeny A. Shmagin, 23 vears old, a 
second secretary; Col. Viktor I. Mar- 
chenko, 46, air attach*; and Boris Koz- 
hevnikov, 4S, and Oleg G. Shevchenko, 
37, of the trade mission in Cologne. 

The head of the trade mission, Gen- 
nadi. Batashev, was detained in Febru- 
ary as hewas about to receive secret in-_ 
formation from a West German double 
agent, according to officials. Mr. Bata- 
shev has since left West Germany. 

The apparent disclosure of informs- 
I tion to Quick, coming six weeks after 47 
! Soviet diplomats, journalists and others 
were expelled from France for espio- 
nage, is interpreted by Western diplo- 
mats and West German officials as an 
) effort by conservatives to nudge the 
i Government of Chancellor Helmut Kohl 
toward a tougher line with Moscow.
